A Language Without a Grammar, Liter- 


ature, or Birthplace. 


Just previous to the last election a news- 


paper of New York, in presenting the names 
of the candidates for Aldermen, called atten- 
tion to a remarkable evidence of New York's 
cosmopolitanism. 
One of the nominees 


from an "Hast Side" district was an Irish- 


nan, 
appealing to his constituency of Rus- 


;iau and Polish Jews to elect him to office 
in an American city, through the medium 
of a manifesto couched in a language with- 
out grammar or literature, the Yiddish, or 
Jewish jargon. 
This jargon is the language 


of the East Side of New York, that is, of 
that region below Fouiteenth Street and 
east of the Bowery. Yiddish is a corrup- 
tion of the German ''Judisch"—Jewish, 


An editorial in a recent issue of The Sun, 


of that city, throws some light on the origin 
of this peculiar language, if such it may be 
called. Wo quote portions of the article : 


One hundred thousand inhabitants of 


New York City, or more than 5 per cent, of 
the whole population (1,5)57,402 by the 
Board of Health census), speak colloquially 
a language that is hybrid, niongtel, inde- 
finite, without grammar or literature, with- 
out mles, or declensions, denationalized and 
variant, known as Yiddish or Jewish jargon, 
the language of the East Side. 
It is the 


ialcct of the goose-market, the peddler, and 


of the orthodox rabbis, though not of the 
synagogue. It is the language spoken almost 
exclusively of the East Side by Russian, 
Polish, Hungarian, Roumanian, and Lith- 
uanian Jews. 


"To what country or nation does this 


jaigon tiace its origin? To no land and no 
government. It is a reflex of wanderings ; 
a language founded on successive persecu- 
tions. Intelligent Jews subdivide the his- 
tory of their race in Em ope by periods of 
persecution: the Eleventh Century in Spain, 
the Thirteenth in England, the Fifteenth in 
Germany, the Seventeenth in Austria, and 
the Nineteenth in Kussia. The^e is a tradi- 
tion which many Jews reject, but which is 
accepted as true by all Chrisiian historians, 
that King Casiinir III. of Poland, known in 
£3ii'5lish histoiics as Casimir the Great and 
called in Polish Krol Kiniolkow (King of 
the Peasants), fell in love with Eslher, a 
Jewish girl, and that through her influence, 
which continued for many years, and by her 
intervention, the whole of Poland, now 
Russian, Austrian, or Prussian, became an 
nsyliimii for the Jews, vita weie then bit- 
lei ly and ciuclly peisecutcd throughout 
(Jciminy 
The refugees from the 
Wc&t 


spoke German, mixed with a few English, 
Sp.ini°h, and Hebrew words. The Poles, 
t h e most hospitable people of northern 
Kuiope, followed the example of their King 
and Hcchud the Jews kindly ; the latter 
began lo liorti, not giamiiialicaUy, but in 
the ordinary intercourse of business, the 
Polish language, which in flexibility, rich- 
ness, and power is hardly excelled by any 
language of Europ . Out of tbi uixture of 
jolloquial Geimau, with a fe\. words of 
Jng'ish, Spanish, and Old Hebrew, wilh 
'olish, fuithcr corrupted by additions from 
)ther 
languages, 
Russian, 
Hungauan, 


Rumanian, and Bohemian, was formed the 
conglomeiate form of speech which is the 
lewish jargon spoken in Now York. But in 
his jargon German and Polish predominate, 
"itx daily "newspapers are~puDllsHca~ln 


Now York Cily in this jargon. 
Speeches 


are delivered in it, sermons are preached in 
t, discussions are held, and business tran- 
sacted in this language without grammar or 
standard of usage. 
The characleis used are 


;eiiume Hebrew letters. The a;;e of the 
argon is about three hundred years. It is 
not an attiactive language; it is not musi- 
cal, but is rich in diminutives, expletives 
and terse abbreviations, and is readily 
•earned. The number of words is small 
ihey are mostly short words, as the Polish 
language contains few conipounds, arid the 
long combinations of words peculiar to Ger 
man have not conie iiato use." 


"The efforts of progressive and intelligen 


Jews, especially those Lorn in the Unite< 
States," continues The Sun, "is to abandon 
the jargon as a medium of speech, eubstitut 
ing English." This, the writer thinks, i 
not a difficult matter, as the immijiant Jew 
is generally a very bright fellow and quid 
at acquiring our language and customs : 


"Six months or less afier his arrival her 


from some Russian or Polish province, CLL 
illiterate, ignorant, und uncouth peddler 
marketman, or small vender is able to mak 
himself understood. 
Within a year he i 


transacting business in English. This alert 
ness arid application is accounted for b 
some by the tact that eveiy Russian or Polls 
orthodox Jew studies the Talmud ; that th 
race is naturally quick-witted, and that thei 
is no teacher like necessity. To live the 
must sell; to sell they must know the langu 
age of purchasers, and these purchaser 
speaking English, the jargon must be abanc 
oned, in business, for English. It is othei 
wise with the Jewish tailors and those en 
ployed in manufactories. 
They adher 


stubbornly to the jargon, an,d seem to pre

LETTER FROM BERMUDA. . 


HAMILTON, BERMUDA, Jan. 1, 1895. 


To-day we had a delightful trip. Our skip- 


per lives at Tuckertown, so called because 
there is not, never was, and in all human 
probability never will be anything in the 
least resembling a town or even a village 
within miles Of tho place. It is about eight 
miles" from Hamilton, in one of the most 
thinly settled 'parts of the island, and is 
reached by two roads, one of them the old 
military road, being the only poor road, be- 
cause the only dirt road on the island. We 
had been told that Tuckerlown beach was 
altogether the wildest and finest to be found 
in Bermuda, and thinking to see the most 
of it we asked the skipper if he could de- 
scribe any by-paths or cross-cuts, or give us 
any o«her points. 
He replied: 


''If you could only come on Sunday, when 


I am home, I would be very glad to guide 
you. I know all of it, and I know you will 
call it very beautiful." 


As we intended to go to church at Smith's 


Parish on Sunday, about half-way to Tuck- 
ertown, we concluded we would do both, 
and so told the skipper to look out for us. 
He-was watching as we came along and was 
soon alongside' the driver. A mile or so 
after we met him we pulled up, and leaving 
I ho «g-riaEe h« guided us hy a short cut to a 
fine stretch of sanely beacn » umtTui n>/i«u6, 
where,we spent three or four hours in the 
blight warm sun, gathering shells, prying 
limpets off the rocks and poking and nosing 
around generally in tlie sand and among the 
rocks. Jt is cercainly the most picturesque 
and wildest scenery we have found on this 
island, where all is picturesque and most of 
the shore wild enough to suit anybody. 


Owing to the peculiar way in which the 


sea encroaches it is but a few minutes from 
the ocean beach to Castle Harbor beach.

PniLAiiEU'iiu, February 7th, IS',15.—Ecv. 


Jacob Todd, U. D., pastor of Trinity Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, Fifteenth street and 
Mount Vernon, last Sunday night, in a most 
dispassionate manner, discussed the latest 
encyclical letter of Pope Leo XI11. 


lie gave a graphic description of the Vati- 


can, 
which, for 1500 years, has been the 


residence of the Pope, and which has grown 
until it is a collection of buildings containing 
thousands of rooms, the lowest estimate be- 
ing 4000, some of which are immense and 
filled with magnificent paintings of the old 
masters, the fines! work of the sculptor and 
curios of all lands and centuries. The Vati- 
can covers a space as great as that occupied 
by the oily of Tuiin and within it is shut up 
"The Priboner of Home," as ho styles him- 
self. 


"In (ho Papal chair to-day," said the pas- 


tor, "is a thin, wiry man, possessed of won- 
derful energy, with a face as bland as a May 
morning and an eye as keen as that of an 
eagle. 
His morality is unblemished, his 


learning great, and ho is an astute slalcs- 
man. 
His mind is so comprehensive that 


he can take in the affaiis of his church 
throughout the world. 
The encyclical letr 


ter is addressed to (ho Bishops, but when 
read it appears lo be intended foi Ihe public, 
U contains many sentiments which wo can 
applaud. The utleranoes upon marriage and 
divoice and the uuty of Citizens as to their 
states are all right. 


"The great purpose of the letter, however, 


is to show that tha people of the United 
Slates are so indebted to Homnn Catholicism 
that they should show their gralhude by 
accepting ils teachings. 
It is recited that 


Columbus was a Roman Catholic and the in- 
ference is that wo should therefore nil bo 
Roman Catholics. This logic is weak. Sup- 
pose Columbus had bcen a shoemaker, is 
that any reason why we should all ho shoe- 
makers? Columbus was ti pirate and (o 
some extent a libertine, but no one maintains 
that we uhonld follow his example in this 
respect. 
It was no credit lo Columbus to bo 


a Roman Catholic, for Protestantism wa? not 
yet born in his day and he had to be a Cath- 
olic or suffer the inquisition. 
It is noted 


that the first Bishop in America was a friend 
of Washington. 
So was Jefferson a friend 


of Washington. Jefferson was a skeptic, but 
no one will argue that we should all be skep- 
tics because of Jefferson's friendship for 
Washington. 


"Again, the letter states that Catholics as- 


sisted in Ihe war of the Revolution. Why 
*assisted ?' Why did they not act as princi- 
cipals? The fact is that Protestants and 
Roman Catholics were all in together and 
they were all aciing as patriots. The Roman 
Catholic Church has never done anything 
for the colonies or this country, although in- 
dividual members of the church have. 
The 


church itself has been upon the side of the 
monarchies. 


"The progress of the church in America, 


he Pope soys, is due to the equity of our 
laws, but he thinks it is desirable that the 
Government favor 
the 
Roman Catholic 


Chuich especially. In other words, ho wu<its 
it made the Slate religion. The Pope oven 


;oes to far as to express a desire that the 
Catholic pi ess of this country be put under 
the surveilance of the Bishops. Iu this ho 
shows that he is not in touch with the tone 
and sentiment of the nineteenth ccntuiy, 
for the American people will never consent 
to tho gagging of the press."

A LESSON FROM BCFFlAt0. 


Tho epidemic of typhoid which prevailed 


in llribtol I wo years ago was clearly tiaccablo 
to Ihe fouling of the source of our water 
supply. Tho following account of the ex- 
perience of Buffalo in the early part of last 
year, condensed from a late number of "Tho 
Popular Science Monthly," should servo as a 
warning to other communities to keep their 
water supply clean from contamination and 
to provide means whereby it can be purified. 


Buffalo is suj plied yrith water from tho 


Niagara River, the intako being, as was 
supposed, far enough out to avoid any trou- 
ble from sewage, with a secondary inlet 
withiu reach of drainage, but which was 
usually kept closed. 
High winds, blowing 


in such a way as to force tho water back, 
made tho river so low that it was impracti- 
cable to maintain sufficient pressure and tho 
secondary inlet v;os opened in order to in- 
crciiBC tho supply. At once there was an 
outbreak of typhoid, and upon analysis of 
the water tho fever bacillus was found in it. 
The exclusive supply from tho middle of Uio 
river was resumed, the reservoir and pipes 
were washed out and disinfected, and tho 
epidemic ceased. Prof, S. A. Laltimore con- 
Iributod a paper (o tho Rochester Academy 
of Scioaco upon this incident in which ho 
draws a forcible lesson on tho necessity of 
luciding the pollution of lakes and rivers 
upon which cilks and districts depend for 
their walcr supply. "Has a city," ho ttsks, 


any more right than a private citizen, to 


render itself u nuiwuioo by discharging its 
watte upon their (its neighbors') property, 
and rendering odious, if not dangerous, (lie 
air they must breathe and the water they 
must drink ? ]s it a prcmaturo question to 
ask if Ihe time has not almost come when 
cities shall no longer convert the natural 
waterways into sowers, and the lakes into 
reservoirs for their sewage; Methods of 
sewage disposal and disinfection have been 
alreadv so far perfected that, in niy opinion. 
at no distant day, compulsory destruction or 
all offensive and dangerous waste mutcria1, 
of whatsoever kind, may be legally enforced 
without serious expense or inconvenience. 
Again, are wo quite rational in the relativo 
estimate wo place upon our most cherished 
possessions. l)o we not strangely, insanely 
underrate health and life, and overrate 
greatly the more things which possess ab • 
solu.ely no value at all apart from life ano, 
health H" These remarks are peculiarly 
applicable to the condition of our borough, 
may due heed bo taken thereto before it is 
too lute. Finally, in view of tho fact that it 
has been demonstrated that water can he 
rendered almost absolutely puro by filtration 
it does seem as (hough municipalities or 
private companies refusing, cither through 
niggardliness or obstinacy, to adopt some 
plan by which (ho water they furnish would 
be rendered wholesome and clean, are piilty 
of gross neglect, and should bo held to a 
strict accountability therefor.

opening airways in the door. In 48 hours 
tliu coal Is coked, and the door Is broken 
open, and tho glowing coko In tho oven 
Is drenched with water to cool 1C, so that 
It vslll not sot fire to tho cars, for tho coke 
J« hi'idod directly into tho freight cars 
etnmllng on tho trucks before the bank of 
O7011S. 


Enormous quantities of water are used 


in cooling coko. As it requires about 600 
gallons of water to cool ono charge of 
coko, the Connellsvillo district, when all 
of tho ovens nro at work, uses up over 
6,00(1,000 gallons of water a day, enough 
to supply a town of 60,000 Inhabitants. 
SOUK tlinea this water has to bo pumped 
from a distance, for tho mino water is 
strongly Impregnated with sulphur, and 
sulplmr Is just what the cokemaker does 
not want in his product. 
Ono largo coke 


works in this district, in order to bo ns- 
curocl of on adequate supply of puro water, 
pumped it from o river il miles from the 
uvons, using- mi a Inuli plpu which liud 
formerly been used for supplying a town 
with natural gas. 
Tho coal mined In the 


Connollsvillo district Is remarkably puro 
and is all coked. 
The vein from which it 


Is taken is nine feet thick, and tho coal is 
mined on tho "room and pillar" system. 
Tho ({rent loss of lifo caused by minors 
using naked lamps, and so Igniting tho ex- 
plosivo gnsos which collect In tho work 
Ings, has led many minors to adopt the 
electric Incandescent light for tho shaft 
bottom, pumproom and stnblos, and tho 
miners are required to carry safety lamps. 
As tlio light is none too good, many min- 
ers take fearful risks by using naked 
Inmpi. 
The Connellsville district has 


been the scone of many accidents and 
great loss of lifo.—Chicago Record.

Truffles Grow Without Hoots In tlic V Icln- 


Ity of Oak Trcus. 


Concerning truffles there is much mys- 


tery. Where do thoy cu:no from? "1 'spued 
thoy growed," Toysy might havo eaid ol 
thorn, but imbody knows exactly how th 
do grow. They have not any root, and T:O 
QUO can tell where they will be found, ex 
cept that experience has taught that, as a 
rule, they are most plentiful in tlio vicin- 
ity oE oak trees. 
There in the ground, a 


few inches bulow the surface, lie thoso cor- 
rugated balls, emitting an odor which Is 
rather sickly and overpowering. Pigs nnO 
dogs havo a groat aiUnity for this scent, 
and formerly pigs wore used to direct tiie 
ecokers after truffles to their place of con- 
cealment. Dogs In these times aro solely 
emplO3*ed in Perigord, whence we dorlvv 
tlio bulk of our supplies. 
Some aro to bo 


found in England, in Hampshire, but 
these aro described as having a musty 
tusto and are without the rich and delicate 
flavor which makes the French truffle dear 
to tho heart of tho chof. 


To indulge one's appetite for truffles 


nfter tho taste for them has been acquired 
is a very expensive luxury. 
They require 


to be well selected. Some may be as small 
us a nut, and some may weigh fully a 
pound, but tlio bost ones, soys M. Bonoist, 
who has specially studied them, average 
six or eight to a pound 
In this country 


the consumption is not so largo, but it 
suddenly expands at Christmas time, and 
It is possible that when tho supply is 
short, as it sometimes is, pickled truffles 
may bo worth SO shillings per pound. As 
truffles soon waste and go bad, it is ob- 
vious that it is a speculative article, un- 
less the demand Is regular. 
The f ranch 


havo learned to appreciate thoso dainties 
voiy highly, and tho skilled cook can in 
illimitable dishes make effective use of 
them, to tho delight of tho gourmet, if not 
of tho gourmand or glutton 
In Paris 


more truffles ore usod iu one day than 
would suffice tho Deeds of all England for 
two months, served though they bo as 
vegetables with hot or cold dishes.—Lon 
dou Telegraph. 


DISEASES OF DEES. 


A Number of Maladies to Contend With, 


Like Other Coinmnnitlvs. 


During the lust fow years, thanks 


chiefly tutho enterprise of tho British Bee- 
keepers' association, the keeping of bees 
has made great progress in this country, 
and it is now rare to see tho humblest cot- 
tage without its two or threo hives, while 
in tho course of a railway journey ono may 
often see a largo field clotted over with tho 
elaborate structured which sorvo the mod- 
ern bee for a residence, all of them care- 
fully facing tho oast so that their inmates 
should bo waked by tho first rays of tho 
fun, and surrounded with othur fields in 
which honey producing blooms rodut 
their labor to a minimum. 


With the Incrcnso of bees, however, has 


come the spread of disease in much moro 
rapid proportion. Tho old method usod to 
bu to keep tho bees in a straw skip, and 
whon thuy juicl filled It wlbh comb uO tho 
end of the soasou to suffocate tho entire 
community with sulphur and appropriate 
tho results of its Industry. This of course 
was uot only a oruel, but an extremely 
wasteful method. 
Nowadays, with the 


modern frame liivo, tho honey is taken 
without disturbing the boos, and they are 
cnrclully packed up nnd preserved during 
the winter nud oven fed if thoy run short 
of food. 


Tho modern hive, however, is subject 


to tho beekeeper's principal trouble— 
namely, what is called "loul brood." No- 
body knows exactly what this is, or bow 
it iti pioducrd, but it takes tlicform in tho 
(list place of a discoloration of the combs, 
aud afterward of a complete putridity, 
which is equally patent to tho eyes and 
tlio uoso. 
It is extremely infectious, and 


as boos aru constantly visiting ono an 
other's hives for predatory purposes, when 
it appears in n district it speedily spreads. 
It is said that whon tho beekeepers of 
Kent recently employed an expert to ox- 
amiiio their hives, 100 were found to be 
diseased out of SOT.—London Chronicle.

A MERCHANT SAYS THAT IS ONE Of 


THE THINGS DONE BY THE WAR. 


An Enormous Increase In the I'cannt 


Crop Due to tho Old Soldicr«—A Steady 
Demand. No koneer Limited to Fourth 
of July and Circus Days. 
"I don't suppose tbero nro many people 


who know that the over popular peanut 
cnmo originally to this country with tho 
first cargo of slaves that landed on our 
bhoros," said a dealer in nuts nnd fruits, 
"but such is the interesting fact. 
Tiio 


peanut is n native of Afiiea, and in Itj 
wild state i.i as full of oil almost as a fat 
possum. 
Cultivation and thangeot eoiJ 


have giontly reduced its oleaginous qual- 
ity ilthough tho nuts-raised in North Car- 
olina secrete enough oil yot to make thorn 
in demand in Franco, wlioro thcycomhino 
with their African piogcuitor and cotton 
seed to mnko a great deal of the olive oil 
wo find In our restaurants nnd groceries 


"And I don't believe there aio many 


people outside of those who have it who 
ever hoard of tho peanut habit. You don t 
llko raw peanuts, do you? I thought not. 
No one does until he acquires the habit, 
and then ho wants his raw peanuts just as 
regular as ho wants his tobacco, provided 
ho chows or smokes, and if he has the 
peanut habit the chances aro bo is not a 
tobacco ohower. Tho funny pn.-t of the 
ponnut habit is that it prevails only among 
veterans of tho late war-who served either 
in Virginia or Tennessee or North Caro- 
lina. These nro tho states where the bulk 
of tho peanut crop is grown.

Kftnsns Farm Hedges. 


Much of tho farm fencing in Kansas is 


In thoform of hedges of that thorny, dense 
growing shrub, tlio osago orange, which, 
,1 left untrimmed, develops into a small 
tree. Except in towns or in the immediate 
front of f u-m houses a well trimmed hedge 
Is n rarity, nnd tho traveler on Kansas 
rural roads may go for miles at a stretch 
shut in on tho right and loft by high, 
thioketliko bodges, which overtop his car- 
riage, shutting off tho view and imped- 
ing the south breeze, which, if unchecked, 
so gratefully modifies tho fierce summer 
heats. In winter the tumble weed and 
white delicate looking tickle grass, blown 
by the wind, lodge beneath and agninst 
those hedges In long drifts, like snow. 
It 


a spnrk happens to drop among this drift- 
ed tinder, there is no checking the fire 
that follows. 
Many hedges are destroyed 


annually in this way, and not n few dwell- 
ings and stacks aro involved In their de- 
struction.—Now York Sun.

holiday luxury to tho groat mass of pecplo 
in this country. Tho day when tho circus 
was in town, or when tho county fair was 
showing Its pumpkins and four minute 
horse trots, or when the groat and glori- 
ous Fourth of July had come nround 
ncnin, woro about the only occasions when 
tbo popular yearning for tho peanut was 
in auy measure satisfied. 
On these mem- 


orable occasions tho nut was shucked and 
masticated until it couldn't rest. It was 
only in tho towns nnd largo villages that 
tho fnvored tow could have peanuts with 
thorn always. Before tlio war thero wnsnt 
a peanut roaster in tho whole country out- 
side of the big towns nnd cities, and tho 
rural dealers bought their stock already 
roasted nnd dulivored to them in big, 
coarse bags. Today every crossroads from 
Maine to California has its peanut stand 
and its wheezing steam roaster, nnd tne 
eront American nut has no better stand- 
ing on circus day or Fourth of July than 
it has on any ordinary day of tho year, es- 
oept that there Is greater concentration of 
energy as to its shucking and chewing on 
these red letter days. 


"NOW, 
then, ttlatBe_prODOltiOH-QI_tne 


soldiers who wont to Virginia, Tennessee 
and North Carolina woro from tho rural 
districts of tho north. 
So when thoy got 


among the pennut pntohcs they woro, 
metaphorically spenking, right in clover. 
At first thoy roasted nt thoir oampflres the 
noanuts thoy pulled from the patches, but 
It wasn't long before thoy not only ao- 
auirod a taste for them raw, but actually 
preferred them that way. The result was 
that the boys discovered after awhile that 
they hankered after their peanuts pretty 
nearly as much as they did for thoir to- 
bacco, and after they got homo they 
brought the longing With them. What 
has be-i the oonsequonoe? The demand 
for peanuts increased so much immediate- 
ly after the war that tho crop didn't begin 
to supply it Wide nwnko farmers saw the 
point, and garden patches where peanuts 
had been grown for nobody know how 
long were abandoned for broad fields, 
which woro planted with the popular nut, 
nnd today Virginia, Tennessee nnd North 
Carolina aro growing 
something like 


8 000 000 bushels of peanuts a year, a re- 
sult due almost entirely to the civil war 
and tho contracting of the peanut habit 
by the sjldlors of both armies. 


"Naturally the returned soldiers'loud 


call for peanuts soon placed thonutwithin 
their reach, and that of tho rural popula- 
tion to the further limit of Way Back, and 
the nut ceased forever to be simply a holi- 
day luxury. The floor of the backwoods 
grocery Is now littered nightly with the 
shucks of peanuts hot from a revolving 
roaster as thickly as it ever was on the 
Fourth of July in the olden time, and the 
old soldier can get his supply of raw pea- 
nuts at Way Back Corners just as fresh 
and regular almost as if he were still on, 
the old camp ground, yanking the nuts 
from their native soiL 


"While the Virginia peanuts are the 


best their popularity was threatened a 
couple of years ago. Consumers began to 
complain of their having a peculiarly dis- 
agreeable taste and smell, and thoy did 
too 
What caused this wns a mystery to 


the trade for a long time. Finally it was 
learned that sometimes the shells of a 
growing crop aro discolored by a prolonged 
spell of wet weather, nnd, as one thing 
that recommends the Virginia peanut as 
a favorite in the market is its clean, white, 
Blistening shell, a process of donning the 
damaged crop was Invented. In it certain 
chemicals wore used that impregnated the 
meat of the nut while cleaning the shell. 
When this was discovered, the artinclal 
cleansing of peanut shells WHS discon 
tinned until the difficulty in the process 
oould be remedied, which has been done. 


"Norfolk is the greatest peanut con 


ter In the world, about 1,000,000 bush- 
els being handled there during the year. 
It Is a pretty sight to see a peanut planta- 
tion when the vines are in blossom. The 
blossoms aro a bright yellow and the vines 
a vivid groen. No, the nut does not grow 
from the blossom. As soon as the blossom 
appears, though, a fine branch forms on 
the vina and shoots down Into the ground. 
The peas, as the nuts are called on the 
plantations, form on the shoot beneath the 
ground, like potatoes. 
When the crop is 


Kntheicd in Ootobor, the vines are plowed 
up, and the nuts hang to their roots. 
Vines nnd all aro piled in cocks In the 
field, and in 20 days the nuts are ready to 
be pulled off, placed in bags and taken to 
tbe factories. There they are cleansed of 
dirt assorted into different grades and 
polished in revolving cylinders, when they 
ire ready for the consumer, whether he is 
he old soldier with tbe confirmed Pea"u* 
habit or the lover of the nut smoking hot 
rom the roaster. "—New York Sun.

twcon great eibiostherorunbwbods ca lid 
a "great road," kept in mmlcrate rc'p.iir 
and sometimes exceeding 8 feet in width. 
Half a day's journey from Arnoy lies tlio 
"grout road" that rraic almost srraiirht 
from Peking tn Car.ion. The peculiarity 
of it consists in no consecutive 80 yards 
being o£ tho same description. Ono part 
is composed of loose shingle, another is 
paved, hero it mounts on the top ot a 
raudbank, thoro it descends into o narrow 
ditch. Tho farmer plows up tho highway 
to increase the size o£ his field, or ho will 
take it into his head to construct a pond 
for irrigation purposes where the road 
used to bo. 
, . 
South of the Yang-tse-Kiang a wheeled 


vehicle is out of place. In tho north the 
roads are better, and among a variety or 
methods of traveling the wheelbarrow 
plays a great part as a moons of locomo- 
tion. Tho labor of propulsion is assisted 
by hoisting a sail when the wind is favora- 
ble and on ordinary occasions by attach- 
in}.' a. mule in front. There Is no more 
ludicrous sight than that of a pompous 
Chinese gentleman bumping along, his 
lound cheeks quivering like a jolly, while 
a perspiring cooly pushes the shafts Bo- 
hind and endeavors to keep tho barrow 
balanced. The springless one horse cart, 
which has to encounter roads of the rough- 
est kind, makes no provision for bodily 
comfort. It is stated on good authority 
that the servant of a British embassador 
actually got concussion of the brain from 
lylna down when ill in the body of a cart 
of this kind. The writer had a somewhat 
similar experience when riding on n mail 
oart over a corduroy road in British Co- 
lumbia. 
Being sleepy, he left the spring 


seat, fixed in front and holding three per- 
sons, and lay down behind. It wns im- 
possible to stay there long. Bumping over 
tho round tree trunks of considerable di- 
ameter, which formed the pavement, the 
hard wooden cart seemed to rise up and 
smite every portion of his body. A rougher 
system of making a road can scarcely he 
imagined. 
Not less remarkable than the wheelbar- 


row was the method employed in Nepanl 
in tho time of Tavernler, the traveler, and 
prevailing in some out of the way places 
still, of carrying passengers up and down 
-mountain tracks. Tie w°men ofrtbe 
country offer~tlforrl«mvoB as uorteiB. On , 
their shoulders they wear a strap, to whlcn 
a large cushion is attached, where the [ 
traveler seats himself. 
It takes three 


women, relieving one another from tirrw 
to time, to carry a man In this rough dl8 
trict.—London Standard.
